did not always sing at his own. But troubled 
and harassed he yet knew that somehow work was 
meant to bring cheer. He was willing to work, as 
the whole world knows, but how he longed for that 
accompaniment of it which he called “singing at one’s 
work.” Probably one of the reasons why such mul- 
titudes are slacking their. work the world over to- 
day is that they no longer think of any such thing 
as being possible. 

Could any description of life be more depressin 
than one recently given of a man whose faith ha 
vanished and a “spent his life fulfilling a duty 
which was meaningléss to him”? . We cannot refuse 
our praise to one who went on doing it still, though 
all the joy was gone; there must have been much 
that was noble in paying that much respect to the 
judgment of the great world around him; but it 
makes the heart ache to think of any one having to 
live like that. Yet such is the experience of thou- 
sands of lives. When duty turns to ashes we may 
keep on doing it, but we walk through a desert. 

In no situation do we make more claim upon Christ, 
in none does he more feel compassion, than this. None 
will bless him more than those for whom he has 
worked the miracle of transfiguring the duty which 
was just about killing them. All the world knows 
that he gives duties, but all too few. know -that that 
is only the lesser part of what he does.. The more 
wonderful thing is that he makes the very obligation 
something which sustains and cheers, 

The New Testament says strangely little, directly, 
about duty. Allusions to it seem almost incidental. 
But none the less it is all there. Men and women 
are found doing it, hardly knowing what it is they 
do, as they are caught in the sweep of Christ’s. power. 
“When we open the New Testament we find ourselves 


(CC sings at once said, “Give us the man who 


in the presence of a glowing religious life. The 
soul, which in contemporary Tieratuce is bound in 
shallows and in miseries, is here raised as on a 
great tidal wave of spiritual blessing. Nothing that 
belongs to a complete religious life is wanting, neither 
convictions nor motives, neither penitence nor ideals, 
neither vocation nor the assurance of victory.” 

And multitudes who could not give a very exact 
account of their faith. would recognize that it is 
for this very reason they keep near to this book. 
Duty is never left just the same for us as it was 
before we opéned its pages. We may have been 
thinking meanly of it, and thus thinking of it be- 
comes less easy in the great glow and warmth which 
are the atmosphere of this book. It seems a curious 
little remark which Luke makes almost as the climax 
ofthe day of Pentecost when he speaks of the new 
signs which were appearing upon men, and does not 
name any great exploits or marvels, but rather a 
quiet word like this, “They did eat their meat with 
anges and singleness of heart,” as if in that there 

ad been a revolution. Something had happened to 
make the common round a. new thing. The heavi- 
ness had somehow been liited off their lives, the 
old things looked good, and outsiders who noticed 
them, largely indifferent to their doctrine, _ com- 
mented on this new attitude toward facts which were 
daily becoming more heavy and dreary for the rest 
of them. 

When the world gets back again into order and 
beauty it will be through Him to whom this old 
phenomenon was due. 

Qne may well wonder about his duty if it has 
been a long time since he has seen it in anything but 
the aspect of drudgery and as something distasteful. 
Perhaps it has been years since he had a single fresh 
thought about it, or it may be that he never looks 
into that region for anything new. As for using 
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the imagination about it, it may be the last thing 
he ever dreams of. The office of the i nation 
for too many is to lead the mind off to directions 
where for a little they can forget about the duty 
that is upon them: All that ¢an ever be said about 
it has been said, they suppose, years ago, and all 
that is oper to them now is to carry the heavy bur- 
densome thing along with them as well as they can 
until they lay it down. . ; 

Milton and Wordswerth seem to have gone through 
something of this experience, not drea that duty 
itself might come to be a main source of dreams and 
visions and beauty, but only thinking of it as some- 
thing to be supported as well as might be, until at 
last in their ver rch for beauty they found they 
were forsaking its chief supply and each in turn has 
sung for all ages his “song of the well” and the 
well was duty. Frederic Robertson, ardent, eager, 
hungry for vision, watchful of hints, and listening 
sensitively to every whisper, broke out at last in 
his great profession that obedience was the organ of 
religious knowledge and insight and that the raw 
materials of vision and poetry were always at hand. 
But the raw materials must be worked up. 

Have we seen then, as the years go by, nothing 
more than that duty is hard, that it is apt to be 
monotonous, and repetitious? Have we only seen 
the obvious things which the blindest can see? Has 
it all drifted into the realm of the mechanical and 
the cut-and-dried? And in the meantime have we 
been trying every new book and going after ever 
wandering voice and finding most poetry incapable 
of -e us, and some strange disappointment over 
all? Or, unhappiest of all, we may have sought for 
God in every latest philosophy or discussion or book 
or magazine, feeling that he would most likely be 
found “here. 

Greet fsouls have been shocked sometimes at dis- 
covering that they had teen so blind as to suppose 
they knew all about duty. They have’ found that 
where they supposed themselves to be handling a trite 
and wornout matter they had all along been touching 
a throbbing, quivering, living relationship. What 
had looked so cold they came to see held within itself 
the power of all the tears and tragedy, the warmth 
and emotion of which the heart is capable. Life had

Did Elijah Sin in Killing Baal’s Prophets? 
I wish you would be kind enough to give your opin- 
ion of the killing of the prophets of Baal by Elijah. 
Some think God was displeased with him for it. They 
say he took the same method that Jezebel took in 
slaying the Lord’s servants. It is contended that ‘he 
knew he had done wrong, and therefore fled to the 
desert to get out of the way of Jezebel. I am re- 
minded of the two fifties that were consumed in the 
fire at Elijah’s request. As a teacher I have taken 
the ground that the time in which he lived had much 
to do with it—A Virginia Minister. 


It was plainly right for Elijah to kill the God-defy- 
ing prophets of Baal for the same reason that it was 
right for Israel, under God’s direction, to exterminate 
the. Canaanites. There is no more reason to question 
that Elijah was in the will of God in killing them 
than that Samuel was in the will of God in Bens 
gag to pieces before the Lord after Saul disobeye 
the direct command of God to do so. 

It is noticeable that God’s guidance or approval of 
Elijah is recorded three times in the chapter in which 
occurs the incident of the slaying of the four hundred 
and fifty false prophets. ‘The chapter (1 Kings 18) 
opens with God’s commission-to Elijah to seek out 
the sianing king Ahab: “the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah in the third year, saying, Go, shew thyself 
unto Ahab; and I will send rain upon the earth.” In 
the crucial moment of spectacular test befcre the 
false prophets God hears and answers Elijah’s prayer, 
for “Then the fire of the Lord fell and consumed 
the burnt-sacrifice” AM 38). And the chapter closes, 
immediately after lijah’s slaying of. the prophets, 
with the record that “the hand of ‘the Lord was on 
Elijah.”. This seems conclusive, in the absence of 
any record to the contrary, that Elijah was doin 
God's will throughout the whole encounter with 
God’s enemies. Therefore “the time in which he 
lived” had nothing to do with it; for God never lets 
hr thy his perfect standards because of men’s mistaken 
ideas. 

The cup of iniquity of these prophets of Baal seems 
to have been full, and their hour of doom to have 
come, when God manifested himself through Elijah to 
a disobedient nation. No doubt, if any one of them 
had been convicted by the miraculous interposition of 
Jehovah which they had just witnessed and had truly 
repented, he would have been saved, but there is no 
record of any such. 

We must remember that God’s Word shows that, on 
special occasions; from time to time in his dealings 
with men, God makes an object lesson, as it were, of 
an individual, or of a large number of persons, or 
even of an entire city, in his summary: punishment of

Did Elisha Lie to the Syrians? 


In “The Lesson Pilot” in the Times of February 11, 
concerning the lesson “Elisha’s Heavenly Defenders,” 
the question is asked: “Did Elisha tell a lie to the 
Syrians (2 Kings 6:9)?” That verse reads, “And Elisha 
said unto them, This is not the way, neither is this 
the city: follow me, and I will bring you to the man 
whom ye seek.” ge read several explanations of 
Elisha’s statement in this verse, most of which are in 
the nature of an apology for the prophet. Personally, 
I think Elisha told the truth. 

It was the plan of the Syrian king to capture the king 
of Israel, doubtless hoping that it would be easier 
than to capture Samaria and reduce Israel to a tribu- 
tary state. All his attempts to capture Jehoram failed, 
owing to Elisha’s warning. Having discovered the 
reason for his failure, the Syrian king determines to 
get Elisha out of the way. He probably thought that 
then there would no one to thwart his plans against 
the king of Israel. 

The main object of Ben-hadad was not the capture of 
Dothan and Elisha, but the capture of Samaria and 
Jehoram. So Elisha offered to lead the blinded Syrians 
to their real quest. Consequently they found them- 
selves in Samaria, and the king of Israel was in the 
immediate presence of the Syrians, but Israel’s God had 
robbed them of the power to do any harm to either. 

Our Saviour’s statement in. John 2:19 was misunder- 
stood by his hearers, but it was the truth -notwith- 
standing. And so it seems to me that Elisha was 
thinking of the main objective of the Syrian king when 
he addressed the Syrian. army, and not of one detail, 
the elimination of himself.—An Ohio Reader. 


This explanation of Elisha’s statement is most rea- 
sonable. The incident has been used all too often, ne 
doubt,. to justify” deception under certain circum- 
stances. “But in this case,” as the late Dr. H. Clay 
Trumbull pointed out in his book, “A Lie Never Jus- 
tifiable,” treating the incident from the viewpoint

I have read what you say in Notes on Open Letters 
of October 22, 1921, about Satan being cast out of heaven, 

Whether I agree with it or not, depends on the defi- 
nition of “heaven.” If heaven means any place where

Graded Lessons Unsatisfactory in a School of 1,000.— 
When I was superintendent of the Senior Department (ages 
17 to 23), several years ago, we tried the Senior Graded 
Lessons for several seasons, but dropped them to take 
up the Uniform Lessons again. Our experience in this 
department with Graded Lessons was that they did not 
meet our needs. First, the young people did not feel that 
they were linked together in their assembly, work and 
study, as they were in their social events, owing to the 
varied courses of study; second, they could not success- 
fully be encouraged to use their Bibles in connection with 
the courses; and, third, it was unusually difficult to secure 
substitute teachers when regular teachers were absent.— 
A New York Methodist Sunday-school. Teacher in a School 
of 1,000. : 


It Would be a Calamity.—We are using Uniform Lessons 
throughout;. we have found by actual test that they are 
the best for our school. We have tried Graded Lessons 
and found them very unsatisfactory. We would consider 
it a great calamity if the Graded Lessons were forced upon 
us, for they are not at all suitable for us. We found 
it impossible to arrange the classes in our school so as 
to use them successfully—An [Illinois Pastor-Teacher,

The Family Could Not Study Together.—We have tried 
Graded Lessons and dropped them to‘take up the Uniform 
Lessons again.

No Improvement, but Decided Loss.—My candid opinion, ° 


deepening as the years go by, is that the Uniform Lessons 
for all classes have not been improved upon by using any 
kind or number of Graded Lessons in the classes.

A , Skip, and Jump Proposition.—We have tried the 
Graded Lessons and dropped them to return to the Uni- 
form Lessons again. The objections were many. When 
a class was without a teacher, substitutes were unwilling 
to serve, because they had no idea and no chance to pre- 
pare under the graded system. That is very much of a 
“hop, skip, and jump” proposition. We sincerely hope the 
Uniform Lessons will be continued.—An Iowa Pastor- 
Teacher in a Presbyterian Sunday-school of 320. 


Tried Graded, but Returned to Uniform.—!I am a pastor, 
but naturally closely associated with the Sunday-school. 
Our Sunday-school of about one hundred pupils has tried 
the Graded Lessons. We used them about three years, and 
a good many were dissatisfied. Finally we permitted each 
class to vote, and most of them voted for the Improved 
Uniform. We then let those classes that preferred the 
Graded continue with the series, but one by one they 
have become dissatisfied, and now all have gone back to 
the Uniform. I do not believe there are five people in the 
school who would go’ back to the Graded Lessons.—A Kan- 
sas Presbyterian. 


Our Three Reasons for Uniform.—Graded Lessons were 
tried for one year in the two youngest grades of the school, 
but were given up, first, because it seemed to spoil the 
unity of the-school; second, because if a teacher happened 
to be absent it was very difficult to persuade any one from 
the Bible class to substitute, as they did not know the 
lesson; third, because they seemed to lack the spiritual 
turn which is always present in the Uniform Lessons.— 
A Manitoba Presbyterian Sunday-school Teacher. 


Wants Graded for All the School—In answer to your 
questions let me say that as a pastor who believes his 
school is by far the most important department of the 
church’s work, I am eager to see our School get completely 
away from the Uniform Lessons as soon as possible. We 
have an enrolment of 220, and are using the Departmental 
Graded Lessons in the Beginners, Primary, and Junior De- 
partments. The Intermediate and Adult Departments use 
Uniform Lessons, and the Senior Department a course of 
lessons in Bible history, on which they get high school 
credit. I do not believe the time has come for discontinu- 
ing the preparation of Uniform Lessons. But it will come 
just as fast as teachers are trained for real teaching. As 
compared with even such graded courses as we have now, I 
cannot find one solid argtment in favdr of the Uniform 
system, — not even that of facilitating family worship. In 
one home where the family worship is more beautiful and 
helpful than any other I know, each of the four children 
has a different Sunday-school lesson, and each out of his 
daily assigned study brings to the family worship his own 
contribution—A Pennsylvania Presbyterian Pastor. 


A Year’s Trial of Graded, and—.—We tried the Graded 
Lessons, there being several professional teachers in the 
school who insisted on this, but after a year’s trial they 
and all the other teachers in the school insisted on a 
teturn to the Uniform Lessons, preferring them for all 
grades. I hope and pray no action will be taken whereby 
the Uniform Lessons will be discontinued,—An Arkansas 
Sunday-school Superintendent, Presbyterian. 


Uniform in All Departments.—In the Corbitt Community 
Bible School, which I superintend, the Uniform Lessons 
are used in all departments. The school is well graded, 
with supplemental lessons in each grade.—A North Carolina 
Reader. 


“Totally Impracticable.”—I most heartily favor the Uni. 
form system, and believe that an irreparable mistake would 
be made if it were to be abandoned, I have been, continu- 
ously’ engaged in Sunday-school work for almost forty 
years. I believe the Graded system’ for the average Sun- 
day-school is totally impracticable, and that its general 
adoption would result in a demoralization of the Sunday- 
schools throughout the country.—An Ohio Lawyer. 


Twenty Schools Prefer Uniform.—There are about twenty 
Sunday-schools in the Ohio River Yearly Meeting of Free 
Will Baptist Churches. All of these schools use the Uni- 
form Lessons, and wish them continued. It is to be hoped 
that Sunday-schools will at least have the option of using 
these lessons if they prefer them to the Graded series.— 
An Ohio Reader. 


Helped the Lesson Committee to Broaden.—<As either of- 
ficer or teacher it has been my privilege to watch closely the 
working of various lesson systems, part of the time in 
a large city Sunday-school, and for the last ten years in 
a country school. I also had a little share in the encour- 
agement given to the International Lesson Committee to 
develop and broaden the system as a member of the old 
Boston Congregational Sunday-schovwl Superintendents’ 
Union. What we did then in order to offset the effect of 
the “hop-and-skip” plan of the International system, and 
to give the younger members lessons more readily adapted 
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to their needs (at least we att to) has not been nec- 
essary since the International mittee revised its sys- 
tém. At the suggestion of our acting pastor, a student in 
Boston University, two years ago, outside series for Juniors 
and Primary and Intermediate grades were introduced, 
This had been tried before, and was a failure, and the 
present trial is no improvement. The principal difficulty 
ig in finding teachers who can give the necessary time, or 
who, in many of the smaller towns, can find the outside 
literary material recommended for their use, and in some 
cases almost demanded to round out the preparation of 
the lesson.—A Massachusetts Reader. . 


Why the School Dwindled—We tried the Graded Les- 
sons in the larger school, and after a year’s trial went 
back to the Uniform Lessons by a unanimous vote. The 
interest in the Graded Lessons, stimulated at first, rapidly 
fell off, the attendance dwindled, the school became a series 
of non-cohesive units, and its spiritual tone was almost 
destroyed. -Since we have got back to the Uniform Les- 
sons the enrolment has increased, and the percentage of 
attendance is much better. It is only fair to say, however, 
that this experiment was made before the departmental 
Graded Lessons were available.—A Pennsylvania Presby- 
terian Superintendent.

But we 
felt that if the authorities ‘had an intimate knowl- 
edge of the New Testament message that we desired 
to preach, the doors might not swing very wide to 


welcome us. So we took the matter to Headquarters’ 


and asked the Lord to attend to it. Following the 
method the Spirit so often employs, he used a young 
woman graduate of the University who lived near 
by, in a quiét way, to open many doors into fraternity 
houses, and into the chapel services of several of the 
colleges. 

Religion Barred in this Chapel 

One morning this young woman was conducting 
me to a Gaal waves where I was to have the op- 
portunity 6f announcing some meetings we were to 
hold in the Y. W. C. A. hall. “The chapel in this 
college is compulsory,” she explained to me, “and 
for that reason they do not permit religion to be 
introduced.” 

I doubted whether I had caught her meaning cor- 
rectly, and after some questioning discovered ~ that 
this was: the actual rule in that chapel: There mi 
be a difference of belief among the students, and for 
that reason: religion was barred in this compulsory

chapel. The meeting evidently was used to give the 
announcement of college activities and take up any 
subjects of interest which the professors wished to 
present outside of the classes. But I did not tarry to 
get full information on this point, for the meeti 
was to start in a few minutes, and I had a quic 
decision to make as to how to announce our meet- 
ings without transgressing this rule not to talk “re- 
ligion.” 

orhe dean graciously suggested that I take all the 
time nécessary for the announcement, and I began 
something like this: “It is quite appropriate to an- 
nounce these meetings in the X— College chapel, for 
The fact of the 
matter is I ‘have found that college students have 
very little interest in religion. But they are mightily 
interested in life. There is entirely too much ‘relig- 
ion’ in. the world to-day any way. More men are 
on the road to hell because of religion than for any 
other reason.” 

I do not recall’ whether I told them Dr. Scofield’s 
story of the young minister who came to him after 
a series of messages and informed him that he did 
not believe ear the things’ that Dr. Scofield had 
been teaching. . ‘ 

“Of course you don’t,” replied the noted Bible 
teacher. “I wouldn’t expect you to. You have never 
been born again.” ; : 

The young man ey at this suggestion, and 
blurted out, “Why, I got religion’ ten years ago at 
such and such a camp meeting: 

“That is very interesting,” said the older preacher.

The conversation continued, and the young minis- 
ter was led to see the meaning of the new birth and to 
accept Christ as his Saviour. It is probable that 
he never forgot the difference between religion and 
supernatural life. “Sal — 
his distinction has a real bearing in Coneidierieg 
the paganism in American universities, Many a _ 
out of their accustomed way of thinking regarding 
the Bible did a number of students in this university 
receive. ae, Mee 
On a number of evenings I was invited to different 
fraternity houses for supper, and two or three times 
had the privilege of being in the chapter houses of 
the women students also. There was oppactenlty 
for conversation at the table and usually a brief mes- 
sage afterwards. One evening a leader among the 
girls entered into a discussion regarding the Bible 
and said that she had not fully decided in her own 
mind whether all of the Bible professor’s ideas were 
correct. The Bible teacher in that college had no 
supernatural Book, and the Christian students were 
distressed at the method of handling the Bible, dis- 
crediting the miracles, and putting all of it upon a 
rational basis. I asked this young woman some 
questions regarding salvation, and discovered that 
she was absolutely ignorant of the meaning of the 
new birth and of the New Testament plan of salva- 
tion. To her it was simply a question of my opin- 
ion against the opinion of her professor, and she 
had not fully decided whether the Bible was wholly 
from God. That is not remarkable, is it, one might 
ask, to find a student in such a state of mind? No, 
it is becoming more and more remarkable to find 
college students who are not in somewhat the same 
state of mind. But this college student, this young 
woman who was a leader in her fraternity, was @ 
student volunteer expecting to go to the mission field 
under her denomination to preach Christ to lost men 
and women! 


Are These Student Volunteers Saved? 


I have ceased to be amazed at almost any revela- 
tion of what our colleges may produce in doing away 
with spiritual certainty. I might have been more 
startled at the conversation with this young woman 
had I not that very day been in a meeting with the 
student volunteers of the Medical College and dis- 
covered that about half of the small group. had the 
most hazy ideas as to any responsibility for preaching 
Christ to lost sinners. One or two appeared to 
in the same state of ignorance as this young woman 
was on the meaning of salvation for themselves per- 
sonally. 

But my purpose in telling some of my experiences 
in this. university is not to confirm what I have pre- 
viously written concerning the paganism that has cap- 
tured or has begun its invasion of many of our col- 
leges and universities, but rather to illustrate the 
only effective method of dealing with this paganism. 
I had no thought of searching out evidences of pagan- 
ism in my visit to this university. There is no need 
of doing that. As I suggested in one of the former 
articles, the startling un olting of paganism in my 
own university is typical of what may be found, at 
least partially, in nearly all of our universities. Just as 
the marks of the Holy Spirit’s work are unmistakable 
to one who has seen Him at work in any one Bible 

l or seminary, just as accurately may we discern 
the mark of the master mind who in increasing degree 
is sree ee religious education in our schools ‘and 
colleges. hen we turn from the mind of Christ, the 
mind of Satan is the only other choice. This trail of 
the serpent never fails to cause pain to one who knows 
the Lord and is eager that the college student should 
know him; we can never get used to Satan’s old 
lies when we see ,them operating in human lives. 
So I did not expect to get one new bit of informa- 
tion regarding p ism in university life. I had-no 
bene that the Editor of The Sunday School Times 
would waft anything added to the former series on 
the paganism in American universities. But it gives 
me joy to be able to tell one or two instances of 
the practical working out of the plan to give col- 
lege students the uncompromising message of the 
Gospel. For the undiluted Gospel is the only ef- 
fective antidote to paganism. 


A Christian Dean 


Almost daily for two or three weeks we had the 
privilege of giving brief messages to from seventy- 
five to one hundred and fifty students in the chapel 
of the Arts College. The dean himself, an earnest 
Christian man, was deeply touched by the meet- 
ings and urged upon the students that they enter into 
this real experience of Christ in their lives. At the 
closing meeting perhaps a hundred students rose to 
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say that they wanted to go all the way with Christ 
and do what they could to give the message by their 
life and their words to the other students in the 

eat university. It was an honest decision out of 

rts stirred with the vision of Christ as he really 
is, but there was no plan for follow-up work. Most 
= these students were real Christians, for the chapel 
was entirely voluntary and they needed to climb three 
flights of stairs to reach the room for the meeting, 
which preceded their regular study hours. 

On one of these mornings, when a_ woman of our 
party was to speak in the Arts chapel, I was surprised 
to learn that a proposed meeting in the Engineers’ 
Col was scheduled for that morning, and they ex- 
pected me in about ten minutes. There were about 
two hundred and fifty men in this college, and they 
were reckoned to be leaders in the university life. 
They had no chapel services, and this meeting was 
announced for any who wished to come to hear a 
talk on victory over sin. As I sat with the dean 


in his office for a. few moments before the meeting- 


I heard a crowd of students boisterously singing a 
song, the words of which I could not make out. One 
word that I did catch several times, for it seemed to 
have a prominent place, was the word “hell.” A 
moment later I was a little taken aback to find that 
this was their introductory song to the meeting we 
were to have. The room was crowded with students, 

rhaps one hundred and fifty or more. The dean 
introduced me, and spoke of the meetings that we 
were holding in the city, but evidently was not very 
clear in his own mind wy what I was to tell the 
students. They responded .with a rousing college 
yell, for college students are ready to yell for any- 
thing or anybody. I remarked that they could sing 
almost as well and could yell.quite as well as the 
fellows in A—, mentioning my own university. I 
learned afterwards that this university appeared not 
to be a particular favorite, for a number of the fel- 
lows began a chant, “To hell with A—,” which for- 
tunately I did not hear, for I had launched upon the 
message. 


In the Engineering College 
These enginters were in training to do hard and 


difficult things. The guapnese who will forge ahead © 


is the man who can find a solution for a seemingly 
impossible problem. I caught their attention with a 
story which the Lord brought to my mind about a 
widely known engineer and his secret for success. 
This opened the way for our topic. We hear a great 
deal in these days about “a man’s job,” something 
that will appeal to strong men. Now the two hardest 
things for a man to do are the two things that God 
says a man must do before he can have salvation on 
God’s terms. One of them is to let go or surrender. 
The other, which is just part of the first, is to accept 
what some one else will do for him. The hardest 
thing, I told these men, for a strong man to do is 
to become a little child and enter the kingdom of 
heaven. We discussed the many things that men were 
doing in order to side-step the doing of this thing. 
Men are willing to throw themselves into every kind 
of religious activity, to give away millions of dollars, 
to work night Aine | day to promote good “religious” 
interests, if only they may side-step the doing of the 
only thing that counts with God. 

In some such way as this we plunged into the. heart 
of God’s message of salvation through the shed 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. However far these 
men may have been ready to go with such outspoken 
and extreme statement of the meaning of the Gospel, 
there was no questioning of their eager interest. At 
the end of fifteen minutes a bell rang and I stopped to 
ask the dean if the time was up. “Go ahead and take 
as long as you want,” he answered. And for thirty- 
five or forty minutes I gave the ee story, with 
its definite personal application. I had not thought it 
peeates to have decisions at the close of a meeting 

eld under such auspices, but so definite was the 
touch of God upon the meeting that it seemed the 
thing to do to ask the men to do this “hardest 
thing,” and take a stand before their fellows for 
the rd Jesus Christ, accepting him as Saviour 
and Lord and getting into a plane of living the direct 
opposite of that which human wisdom outlines. The 
invitation was pressed for perhaps fifteen minutes, 
explaining from time to time the real meaning of 
such a step, and very deliberately, one after another, 
fifteen students or more rose to take the stand be- 
fore their classmates, 

We had begun the meeting at ten o'clock in a 
voluntary chapel in the midst of their studies. About 
an hour had passed when I suggested as a close to 
our meeting that thése engineers, who liked a hard 
job, should do another hard thing. I was remem- 

ring the song with which they had begun the meet- 
ing, and I asked if we might not all stand together 
and sing two verses of 

“Just as I am, without one plea, 

But that thy blood was shed for me, 
And that thou bidst me come to thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come, I come.” 


The men rose and most of them sang, and when the 
meeting was over they passed out with the solemn 
hush of God upon them. 

I want to be careful not to give a wrong impres- 
sion as to the permanence of this work, or the depth 
to which it had gone. There was no follow-up to 
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the work, and doubtless had there been, opposition 
would have followed, as well as the real miracles 
of the Holy Spirit. Yet it was a definite work of 
the Spirit, and we can have faith for some result. 
But the dominant impression upon my own heart as 
1 went away from the meeting was that of praise to 
God for the old Gospel, which is the power of God 
to every one that believeth, and a deepening of the 
conviction that the one and only rem for the pa- 
ganism of our day, whether in the most Repeleee slum 
or the most cultured university, is the cross of 
Christ, the message which is foolishness to men but 
the wisdom of God. 

The Jews, representing the religious world, are 
still seeking for supernatural signs to manifest the 
power of God, and the Greeks, represented by the 
universities of the world, are still seeking after wis- 
dom. Let us still continue to preach Christ Jesus 
and him crucified, unto Jews a stumblingblock and 
unto Greeks foolishness, but unto those who are saved, 
Christ the power of God and the wisdom of God. 

Our colleges and universities to-day are filled with 
young men and young women who are hungry for 
God, and the only-God who will satisfy this heart- 
hunger is the Saviour-God with the nail prints in his 
hands and his feet and the spear thrust in his side. 
For he is “the only God,” and he to-day is being 
trodden under foot in the chapels and classrooms 
of American universities which were founded, many 
of them, in his Name, by men who believed that in 
him are hidden all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge. We may praise God that there are, in- 
deed, scores of colleges in our land that still adhere 
to the Bible as their foundation, some of them even 
welcoming soul-winning evangelism, and these should 
beware of the entrance of individual teachers who 
subtly sow the seeds of doubt.

But as truly as I live, all the earth shall be filled 
with the glory of the Lord (Num. 14:21). 


T IS not often that the Lord swears. But he does 

sometimes, that.is, in the sense of taking an oath, 
Yet it is very strange that he should do so. Since 
God is God, every word of his must be true, and, 
therefore, his simplest word must be as good as an 
oath. Why then should he ever swear, saying, Truly, 
this is true? Probably it is for our sakes, who are 
slow to believe that every word of God is pure, and 
= therefore, would fain be assured that truth is 
ruth. 

Take, for an illustration, the life of Jesus on earth. 
He swore with an oath again and again. That phrase, 
“Verily, verily,” which occurs so often in John’s 
Gospel is just this. Literally, it is, Amen, amen; and 
this asseveration was the Hebrew oath which was 
used in civil and ecclesiastical courts. Every time, 
therefore, that Jesus used these words he was put- 
ting himself on record before God and men that 
he solemnly pledged his word to it that what he 
said was exactly, wholly, and eternally true. What 
condescension it was for him who was the Truth to 
connect his promises with sugh a pledge as this. 

Take for another illustration the Jehovah of both 
the Old 4nd New Testaments. The Scripture tells 
us again and again, that God “sware with an oath.” 
He made an oath with Abraham that He would give 
him the land and multiply his seed in it (Gen. 22:16; 
26: 3, 4). He made an oath with David that of the 
fruit of his loins He would raise up Christ to sit 
upon his throne (2 Sam. 7:12, 13; Acts 2:29, 30). 
He appointed Jesus Christ to priestly service with an 
oath which could never be broken (Heb. 7: 20, 21). 
And He even condescended to confirm his immut- 
able word by an immutable oath that we might have 
strong consolation and so lay hold upon the hope 
which is set before us (Heb. 6: 16-20). 

In the passage we are considering, however, we 
have God’s oath put in an uncommon way and con- 
nected with an uncommon purpose. Here the oath 
is, “As truly as I live.” And the purpose is, “All 
the earth shall be filled with the glory of the Lord.” 
What an oath! And what a purpose! “As truly 
as I live’? Why, He lives after the power of an 
endless life. “The earth shall be filled with the 
glory of the Lord”? Who then shall prevent it? and 
what a wonderful glory it will be! When and how? 
Ah, this is not told. Nor do we need to inquire. It 
is the fact that Jehovah has sworn and that this 
earth is to see and experience his glory which is the 
important thing. As to the rest, we may wait as 
Abraham, David, and even Jesus waited, believing 
while not seeing, enduring as seeing him who is in- 
visible. Jehovah has sworn and will not repent. And 
he is not a man that he can lie.

And their Macedonian call to their Christian

ginning of the Revolution, it was believed that 

the population consisted of about 150,000,000 
persons. Of these about 100,000,000 went under the 
name of “Christians” as members of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church, and the rest consisted of Roman 
Catholics, Mohammedans, Jews, and others, the Mo- 
hammedans residing chiefly west and southwest of 
the Caucasus district and around the Caspian Sea. 


B ‘eenin the famine ravaged Russia, at the be- 


In 1916 it was said by the Jewish newspapers of . 


+“, 


Russia that there were about “60,000 apostates” in 
Russia alone. That meant the Jewish press esti- 
mated that out of the 6,000,000 Jews in Russia there 
were 60,000 Jewish Christians. A rough guess has 
been hazarded that the Gentile Christians in Russia 
known as Evangelicals number about 1,000,000. 

The Jewish Christians in Russia are of various 
grades of spirituality. They might be classified very 
much as Christians in our own country. Many are 


merely nominal Christians, others have made some . 


encouraging advance in the Christian life, while still 
others are profoundly spiritual and fruitful in their 
lives, winning souls almost every day and getting con- 
stant answers to prayer. These Jewish Christians 
are for the most part unshepherded, save for a few 
small groups like that of the Hebrew Christian Con- 
gregation at Kief, another in Ekaterinoslav, and in 
one or ee other places. 4 : 

The Hebrew Christians in Russia may be classi- 
fied more in detail as follows: 


1. Those who are forced into the Greek Orthodox 
Church by methods of unfair discrimination, — polit- 
ical, economical, educational, social, and religious, — 
all a part of a deliberate system of relentless perse- 
cution. Literally thousands joined the Greek Church 
in order to avoid calamity to their loved ones, their 
businesses, and themselves. “ 


2. Those Hebrew Christians who, under the prod 
meant to drive them into the Greek Orthodox Church, 
could not. tolerate. the gross.idolatry of that chureh, 
but sought,'some other church sfiliation not quite 
so hurtful to their consciences. Hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of these found ‘their ‘way into various 
Protestant churches of Russia, thus saving their fam- 
ilies and themselves. While being able thus to avoid 
the worship of ikons they felicitated themselves that 
they were continuing to yield obedience to God who 
had said, “Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image, . . . thou shalt not bow down thyself unto 
them, nor serve them.” 


3. Those who were brought into the Lutheran, 
Anglican, and other communions as the result of Jew- 
ish or Gentile missionary efforts. The motives of 
these Hebrews were perhaps at first purely selfish and 
material, but without doubt there finally resulted, in 
many instances,’ genuine conversions. 


4. Those who were attracted by the Evangelical 
Movement, commonly known as the Stundists, which 
includes the Baptists, the Evangelical Christians, the 
Mennonites. and the* Molokews (the latter to a 
very small degree), and by individual evangelical He- 
brew Christian missionaries, colporteurs, and other 
workers. 


5. The true inquirers among the Jews —the Bogo- 
Iskateli of the Hebrew people —truth-seekers who 
are never satisfied with dead, modern Judaism, or 
with any other deteriorated religion. These usually 
found their way into the Evangelical Movement. 


Testing in a Modern Fiery Furnace 


Now what happened in the case of these little 
bodies thrown off from the great mass of Judaism 
in Russia as a result of persecutions? Those who have 
carefully studied the question believe that: 


1. A few of Group One were finally brought to a 
true knowledge of Christ. Doubtless a goodly num- 
ber were led to read the New Testament, and God 
honored his Word in their conversion. Many who 
came in touch with evangelical Christianity, and 
who desired to join that Movement,. were prevented 
from doing so because of the barriers thrown in their 
way by the unscrupulous apostate state church of 
Russia. Children of this group lost their identity as 
Jews after the first generation. , 

2. It is hardly to be doubted that not a few also 
of Group Two. were actually converted and became 
earnest Christiahs. Their children likewise soon lost 
their identity as Jews. 

3. In fairness to the missionaries of the third group, 
it should be stated that such of their number as had a 
genuine experience of the new birth always insisted 
that inquirers who presented themselves as candidates 
for baptism go through a period of preparatory train- 
ing in the catechism of the denomination concerned 
before they were accepted as church-members. No 
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py numbers also of this group really found the 


4. Almost all the Jews who were attracted tp Chris- 
tianity through the Evangelical Movement. (of. the 
Stundists, Baptists, Dukhobors, and others) became 
true followers of our Lord, and, with the=rest of 
kindred Gentile believers, suffered terrible persecu- 
tions at the hands of a cruel government afid state 
church, as well as from their own people. 


5. Gratitude to God needs to be expressed for the 
fifth group; for it need hardly be said that these — 
to a man—will appear in spotless white when the 
King of kings and Lord of lords returns to make up 
his jewels. 


What a problem this situation presents! “What 
shall be done with these shepherdless. Hebrew .Chris- 
tians scattered ey through Russja’s yast domains 
and particularly in the Ukraine, in varying environ- 
merits’ of spiritual life atid activity, and’ many in en- 
vironments where they encounter nothing but Satanic 
ersecution? Yes, a problem-is here 
presented, but also an. opportunity. Is.it possible for 
the Hebrew Christians of Russia to be.gathered to- 
gether for a united testimony to both Jew and. Gen- 
tile in that benighted land? 

Yes! answer Hebrew Christians of all Christen- 
dom who bear on their hearts the burden of the 
sorrows of their brethren in Russia. They urge that 
there is a particular reason for gathering together 
in working groups the Jewish Christians there. -Is. it 
not a fact, they ask, that in Protestant countries like 
the United States, Canada, Great Britain, and others, 
a distinctive testimony on the part of the He- 
brew Christian has been utterly lost, seeing that he 
has _ absorbed by various groups of Gentile Chris- 
tians 


A Bewildered Handful 


The handful of Hebrew Christians the world over 
have been bewildered and discouraged by the very 
smallness of their numbers as they have drifted here 
and there into the many and varied divisions of the 
Christian church. Perhaps their Gentile Christian 
brethren have overdone the matter of quoting to them, 
“For I would not, brethres:, have you ignorant of this 
mystery, ... that a hardening in part hath befallen 
Israel” (Rom. 11:25). Yes, that is true, but is it 
not more true than it is necessary to be, by reason 
of the fact that Gentile Christendom has persuaded 
itself that Jewish Christians, because of this state- 
ment of the Jew who carried Christianity to the Gen- 
tile world, must be few in number? Let it be noted, 
also, that that is not all of the quotation, but it con- 
tinues, “until the fulness of the tiles come in.” 
And as that “fulness” in these last days approaches 
its completion, a consciousness is coming into the 
heart and mind of the Christian Hebrew everywhere 
that he must assert his Christianity racially. Some of 
the Gentile Christians who have led in evangelistic 
work for the Jews for years past do not agree with 
this conviction on the part of Hebrew Christian 
leaders, and yet it is a question that must be reckoned 
with, and that must be settled in a loving consider- 
ation of all the facts. 

The Encyclopedia Britannica states that “two hun- 
dred and fifty [British] clergymen are converted Jews 
or sons of converted Jews,” and it quotes Professor 
Delitzsch.as estimating that “100,000 Jews had em- 
braced Christianity in’ the first three-quarters of the 
nineteenth century.” : 

“Coming events cast their shadows before.” We 
sometimes heat it argued that the churches now are 
the, Gospel ‘express train, stopping only: at a few 
Stations to pick up a few passengers, while the train 


“Israel” is sidetracked to let the express go by. But 
when the Lord comes, the train Israel is to be switched 
back upon the main line, stop at all stations and take 
on the world. And to this end the Jews are to be 
used as the grand missionary material in that com- 
ing age. In other words, we are to have instead 
of one apostle Paul a whole nation of Pauls, taking 
the Gospel to the ends of the earth. Well then, if the 
Jewish Christian is. getting, subconsciously or con- 
sciously, a conviction that he is to have such a mis- 
sion im a@ coming age on the threshold of which he 
may even now be standing (if indéed we are in the 
last times), shall the Christian church encourage such 
a consciousness, or seek to smother it? 

At any rate, if Hebrew Christians are being raised 
up with the burden on their hearts of carrying a mes- 
sage as Jews to the Jews, who shall hinder? Is it not a 
healthy, normal, reasonable thing —a thing to be en- 
couraged and not thwarted? 

Since Paul there have been not a few Hebrew 


Christians who have played prominent parts in Chris- , 


tian Church history. he Gentile Christian church 
as a whole has rather lost the knowledge of what 
such men as Neander, Bishop Sherashevsky, Bishop 
Alexander of Jerusalem, Saphir and Edersheim, Da- 
vid Baron, and numerous others have wrought under 
God. But it is not hard to believe that as our age 
draws to an end God intends gee gS to use the 
Jewish Christian to spread the Gospel far and wide, 
beginning at Jerusalem and going to the ends of the 
earth; that is, beginning with the Jew and ney | 
on to the Gentile, even as He did in the first stages o 
the history of the. Church. 


The Heart-Longing of a Jewish Brotherhood 


Something of what is here being said found ex- 
pression in an utterance in one of the recent annual 
conferences of that brotherhood of Ametican’ Jewish 
Christians known as the “Hebrew, Christian . Alli- 
ance,” when it declared that “the time has come for 
an entirely new and. more aggressive. movement..of 
public witness: to‘our Jewish , so largely un- 
acquainted with the contents of the Christian mes- 
sage,” but it also expresses its conviction that “for 
some tithe ‘td cotne the Gentile. church must ‘be’ the 
foster-mother of the ‘present-day Hebrew-Christian 
community in her midst.” And it concludes by saying 
that with the church’s “practical aid‘this work can be 
considerably multiplied. Then we shall be able. to 
work together in bringing back into their proper place 
—by the way of faith and penitence—our Jewish 
bréthren who have lost the bénefits of the Old Cove- 
nant and have not yet found those of.the New. 
This historic appeal of the Gentile to a band of He- 
brew-Christians —a Macedonian cry—is being in- 
scribed to-day. It is we who now say to you: ‘Come 
over here and help us!’” 

In the history of Israel God has sometimes set 
traps for his people in order that he might, having 
put them in a blind alley of divine providence (para- 
doxical as this may seem), prove to them that he 
could and would supernaturally deliver them. It was 
so in the case of Israel as she came out of the bond- 
age of Egypt. When the people were. crowded to 
the shores of the Red Sea with barriers to right and 
left and Pharaoh’s hosts behind, God made a way 
through the sea. God has put the 9,000,000 Hebrews, the 
bulk of the Jewish race on earth, in a situation some- 
what like that. If one will draw a curving line from 
the northeastern reaches of the Gulf of Riga through 
the provinces of Lithuania, Pskov, Smolensk, Kaluga, 
Tulya, Orel, Voronesh, Kharkov, Ekaterinoslav, 
Kherson (following pretty much the shoreline of the 
Sea of Azov and of the Black Sea west of the 
Crimea), through Bessarabia, now curving northwest- 
ward through Roahanie along the ridge of the Car- 
pathian mountains, swinging on into Poland through 
Cracow and up to the Baltic Sea again west of Dan- 
zig, he will have drawn a boundary for Jewry as it 
is confined in Russia and eastern Europe. It will be 
noted that Kief, Ukrainia, is a little southeast of the 
center of the semi-circle thus drawn, and Kief is the 
chief city of that part of Russia where Jews are 
thickest. Two-thirds of the Jewish race are in this 
section of Russia, but it is not by accident that they 
are here. Further study of the map will show that 
this part of Russia is practically the Gateway to the 
East —to Batoum, to Constantinople, to Turkestan. 

Here in this “Pale of Jewish Settlement” God's 
ancient people have lived under cramping restrictions 
under the rule of the Czars. It is not necessary to 
consider these restrictions at any length. The jeal- 
ous handicapping of the Jews in order that they may 
be kept under, even as they were in Egypt under the 
Pharaohs, is an old, sad, and an oft-told tale. A 
single instance: Not more than; three percent of 
Jewish youths were allowed to go to the universities

The angel Gabriel announced to Mary the com- 
eg of a , Jesus, who would save, not religionize. 

angels announced to the shepherds “good tid- 

ings of great joy,” not another religion, because the 
Saviour had come. 

When Jesus gave to his disciples his last mes 
it was not to plant a religion as such, but to wit- 
ness to Jesus—to his Saviourhood, to his Divinfty, 
to his power to save, 

The Apostle Paul told the Athenians that they were 
very religious, and he forthwith proceeded to preach 
unto them Jesus and the Resurrection. 

The only task Jesus set before his Church is to 
bear witness of him to the ends of the earth. When 
this task is accomplished Jesus will return. Blessed 
truth! Are we testifying throughout the world to 
the grace and truth in Jesus Christ to save from sin, 
or are we attempting to plant Christianity merely as 
a religion to reform morals?

What Josephus Said About Our Lord 


A GOOD many of us: know that ‘the writings of 
the great Jewish historian Josephus, .who | lived 
A, D. 37 to 100, contain references to the Lord Jesus 
Christ,:but we may not be familiar with just what 
Josephus said. Here are some of his words: 


And there ariseth at this time Jesus a wise man, 
since it is befitting to call him a man, for he was 
a doer of no common works, a teacher of men who 
receive true words with pleasure; and many Jews 
and many, too, of the Greeks, he won to himself. 
This was Christus; and when Pilate, on the infor- 
mation of the chief men amongst us, had condemned 
him to the cross, those who loved him at the first 
did not cease being attached to him, for he ap- 

red to them the third day living again, the 

ivine Prophets having spoken both these things 
and ten thousand other marvels concerning him, 
And even until now, the tribe of the Christians 
named after this man has not become extinct. 


Again, Josephus wrote about John the Baptist: 


But to some Jews it seemed that the army of 
Herod was destroyed by God, in that he vey ustly 
took vengeance by way of penalty for John sur- 
named the Baptist. For him indeed Herod slayeth, 
though a man, and one who bade the Jews to 
join themselves by baptism to those who practise 
virtue and live in justice towards one another and 
in piety towards God: ... And the multitudes be- 
ing gathered together (for they delighted exceed- 
ingly in listening to his words), Herod, fearing lest 
his so great persuasiveness should lead to some re- 
volt, counteth it much better to slay him in advance, 
.. + So he, being sent as a prisoner through Herod’s 
suspicion to the said fortress of Machaerus, is there 
put to death. 


The significance of these direct references to the 
Lord Jesus and to John the tist, in the work 
of a non-Christian historian of rank, is 
of course very t.

.D., Hulsean Professor of Divinity in the Univers- 
ity of Cambridge. Dr, Barnes discusses the argu- 
ments for and against the authenticity of these al- 
le passages of Josephus. Evidently the same type 
of “criticism” that seeks to destroy the authenticity 
of the Bible narratives has sought to show that Jo- 
sephus did not write these passages in_ his history. 
But Dr. Barnes shows the strong internal evidence to 
their genuineness. The booklet is an interesting 
apologetic in this field, and is valuable material for

The Lesson Itself 

The references, except as otherwise noted, are to les- 

son-articles in this issue. Bold-face figures at the end 

of certain paragraphs in those articles will help in 
quickly locating the references. 

No story of royal intrigue, ambition, and audacity 
from .the history of the Tudors or the Stuarts can 
surpass this Bible story of Athaliah’s usurpation, as 
Mrs. Askew comments in her Introduction. Queen 
Athaliah was “a chip off the old block” —a true 
daughter of Jezebel (Mrs. Askew, 1). 

Back of the scenes on the human stage, we may 
see the invisible powers of good and evil at work. 
God had promised that David should have an undying 

sterity, which was to culminate in the Messiah. 
Gotan knew the promise, and put it fhto the heart of 
Athaliah to exterminate all the seed royal. The kind 
of woman Athaliah was is stated by Dr. Smellie (1). 
But Satan can never thwart God, nor. cause a single 
promise of his to fail. . Scripture is silent as to de- 
tails of the rescue, the narration of which makes ab- 
sorbing reading. How did Jehosheba happen to be 
in the palace at the time of the massacre of the royal 

_ princes? Why did she settle upon baby Joash tor 
rescue? Had the executioners overlooked him in his 
crib? No matter —God put it into the heart of the 
baby’s aunt to save him. Use this fact to show that 
God has wrought in similar yi to protect those 
whose lives he purposes to use (Mr. Teas, 1). 

Jehosheba, snatching the babe from among the 
bloody corpses of his older brothers and sisters in 
the palace nursery, hides him in the lumber room in 
the temple —a closet into which were flung at times 
mattresses and pillows used on the floors and divans 
of sitting-rooms. 

Athaliah was a Baal-worshiper — perhaps as zeal- 
ous a devotee of this false religion as her mother 
had been. Athaliah never went to church in the 
temple, and so there could be no safer hiding-place 
in all. Judah for the young heir to the throne (Dr.

Jehovah's plan for protecting the young king is ex- 
plained by Mr. Teas (2, 3), and some good lessons 
as to how boys need to be protected now are drawn 
from this study (Mr. Teas, 4, 5, 6,7).

How much time 
are you giving to the teaching of the Bible to your 
boys and girls? (See the Cartoon in this lesson.) Are 
they memorizing Bible verses, learning choice Bible 
chapters? Are you leaving their religious teaching 
entirely to their Sunday-school teachers — twenty-six 
hours a year?

The Truth that Is Golden 


God’s covenants are unchangeable. More than one 
hundred and fifty years before the birth of Joash, 
Jehovah had made a voluntary, unconditional cove- 
nant with David in which he pledged himself to give 
to David a kingdom that would never end, a posterity 
that would never die (2 Sam. 7: 4-17). The Davidic 
covenant included also the royal authority that issued 
from a throne; a sphere of rule in a kingdom; and 
this was to be in perpetuity, “for ever” (2 Sam, 7:. 
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13). There was just one condition attached — disobe- 
dience on the part of David’s successor to the throne 
would be visited with chastisement, but not with the 
breaking of the covenant (2 Sam. 7:15; Psa. 89: 20- 
37; Isa. 24:5; 54:3). Satan was continually attempt- 
ing to frustrate the covenant, and in this lesson we 
find him grace 4 to exterminate the royal seed 
through the devilish cruelty of Athaliah. If Satan 
could succeed in this plan ’s-_promise of redemp- 
tion through the Head-Bruiser (Gen. Ps 15) could not 
be fulfilled. Satan almost succeeded. Jost one of 
the royal line escapes, but that is sufficient for God’s 
purposes. God never broke a promise. Satan is an 
inconceivably strong foe, but God is greater than 


e. 

Before the ascension of Christ there were at least 
seven different covenants, the Edenic, Adamic, Noahic, 
Abrahamic, Mosaic, Palestinian, and Davidic. Since 
the ascension we live under the new covenant (and 
the twenty-seven books of our New Testament are 
concerned with it, a “better covenant,” Hebrews 8: 
6; 9:22), resting upon the sacrifice of Christ, and 
securing the eternal blessedness, under the Abrahamic 
covenant (Gal. 3: 13-29), of all who believe. It is 
absolutely unconditional, and, since no responsibility 
is by it committed to man (the other covenants were 
all covenants of works), it is final and irreversible. 


Teaching Points 


It must have been a hard nut to crack to the godly 
of Judah — why Jehovah permitted this alien to reign 
on David’s throne. Do you know any Athaliahs, not 
literally as red-handed, perhaps, but wicked people 
in influential places? Do you think they will go un- 
punished?

THE PRINCIPLE oF GENERALIZATION.—Lead the 
pupil to discover the law illustrated by individ- 
ual cases. 











HE lesson presents to us one of the most Mter- 

esting stories of divine preservation coupled with 
one of the most dreadful stories of human wicked- 
ness recorded in the Word of God. When we have 
had all the facts before us, what generalizations are 
justified? The Golden Text suggests one: 

ord preserveth all them that love him.” Is it one 
that is warranted by the circumstances? Was Joash 
old enough to know the Lord? Was that the reason 
he was preserved? Is that text to be interpreted in 
terms of the kind of preservation which came to the 
infant king? Is it possible that something more vital 
than the preservation of a human life was at stake 
here, namely, preservation of the integrity of the 
word of God? To David Jehovah had made a prom- 
ise (2 Sam. 7) which no murderous deeds of heathen- 
hearted usurpers would ever be able to frustrate. For 
our own day there can be probably no more import~ 
ant generalization than that the word of God can- 
not broken. And it will be of deep interest to 
trace how God has kept this particular covenant in 
spite of the apostasy of both his people. and their 
rulers. Judah is still preserved, and her rejected 
King is still alive, ready in God's time to take the 
throne of his father David. , f 

Nor should we miss another important generaliza- 
tion, lying side by side with this one in the message 
of our lesson: one that is justified both by other in- 
cidents and by direct statements of God’s Word. One 
statement of it is, “The wages of sin is death.” Not 
only the wicked Athaliah, but the equally wicked Jeze- 
bel, who was possibly her mother, are outstanding 
object lessons of this Scripture truth verified so often 
in human experience.

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The Lesson as a Whole

1. The Lesson’s Main Message 

HE connection between the last lesson and this 

is that after Asa came Jehoshaphat. The latter 

was, on the whole, a food king, but he made 
one great mistake, that of a himself ‘with Ahab 
of the northern kingdom, His motive was good, to 
end the strife between the two sections of the same 
people. But the results of the alliance were disas- 
trous. He married his son Jehoram to Ahab’s daugh- 
ter Athaliah (probably Jezebel was her mother). Je- 
horam eucceeded Jehoshaphat and was influenced for 
evil by his wife Athaliah, Then followed his son 
Ahaziah, also evil through his mother. But he 
reigned only one year and was slain by Jehu. Read 
2 Rings 8 to 10. The date of our lesson was about 
887 B. C. 

The Resoluteness of a Woman (vs. 1-3). Two wo- 
men are here mentioned, one determined to do evil, 
and the other set on counteracting the evil. = 
like “her mother Jezebel, was fiercely cruel. To avoi 
being compelled to occupy an inferior position with 
her daughter-in-law as queen-mother, she deliberately 
murdered all the descendants of the king (including 
her own grandchildren), and usurped the throne, thus 
breaking for the time the line of David. But the 
wife of the priest, half-sister of the king, took her 
nephew and protected him in a part of the temple 
which was not likely to be used during so godless a 
time. For six years he was thus hidden while Atha- 
rf} reigned. She was “a heathen and only half 
iat Israelite.” (1) 

The Requirement of the Priest (vs. 4-8). The 
young king had doubtless been well trained by his 
godly relatives, and the time had at length come for 
action. The priest was evidently a man of great wis- 
dom. The soldiers were bound by a solemn covenant 
to be true to the king and to be always at hand for his 
protection. No doubt they could be trusted, and they 
were probably in favor of the true king. (2) 

The Restoration of the King (vs. engl From 
2 Chronicles 23 we see more of Jehoiada’s plan, and 
all was made ready. The guards would be prepared 

inst any action of Athaliah, and then the young 
king was brought out, to the great joy of all. The 
“testimony” was probably a copy of the law of God 
(Deut. 17: 18, 19). (3) 

The Removal of Evil (vs. 13-16). Athaliah soon 
heard the noise, and her surprise and consternation 
can be easily imagined, for she had no idea of the 
preservation of Joash. But in spite of her false cry 
of “Treason!” she was taken and put to death out- 
side (v. 20). (4) 

The Recognition of God (v. 17). Instead of Baal, 
the people were called to acknowledge Jehovah, and 
with the destruction of the priest of al (v. 18) 
and the seating of Joash on his throne, the work was 
accomplished. (5) 

N. B.—In view of the Easter Lesson next weck, a

Joash showed his love for God’s house.

NE reads a story like this, and remembers the 

Pauline. word about the goodness ayd the se- 

verity of God. There’are both sides to his 
nature and government, and he would not be perfect 
if either was lacking. In our time we are apt to lay 
stress on the goodness, and to forget the severity, 
But the world, and our own souls, would “rot to noth- 
ing at the next great thaw,” if God were not as 
righteous as he is loving. Let us learn to give thanks 
that he who is boundlessly tender is also unbendingly 
stern. 


There is a prosperity not to be desired: it is.one 
message of these verses. 

Athaliah, daughter of Ahab and «Jezebel, and 
mother of a king of Judah whom violent death -hhad 
snatched suddenly from the throne,- was queen and 
despot in Jerusalem for six years. She was.a strong, 
adventurous, bold woman, whom no scruples of. con- 
science checked and troubled. She had. waded 
through blood to the powers she .grasped in those 
resolute hands. of hers, putting to death, .as~she -be- 
lieved, every one of the male survivors of the house 
of. David. Firmly seated within her palace walls, she 
showed herself a — over again, building the 
shrine of Baal in closest proximity to the temple of 
Jehovah, and casting all contempt on the worship and 
worshipers of the true God, and although there were 
those who hated both her tyranny and her idolatry, 
she was too energetic and resourceful, too intolerant 
and cruel, to be openly opposed. Like the Roman 
legions of a later time, she “made a solitude and called 
it peace.” (1) 

Athaliah’s prosperity is typical of a kind of success 
that has often been gained since. Characters like 
hers are not uncommon, although few even among 
them are chargeable with her colossal crimes. There 
are Napoleonic souls; and believers in the mailed fist 
and the shining armor; and votaries of the superman; 
and captains of industry and commerce not too care- 
ful of the precepts of the moral law; and those in 
humbler spheres who carve their way to comforts and 
honors regardless of God and their fellow-men; and 
transgressors who, in Luther’s phrase, sin fortiter— 
with a brave air and a jaunty defiance. For a while 
everything seems to go well with them. But only for 
a while. In the end Galilee never fails to put Corsica 
to shame. (2) 


There is a childhood very much to be coveted: ‘it 
is a second and very different message of the verses. 

The hand of a boy, no more than seven or eight 
years of age, was to wreck Athaliah’s golden house; 
and God trained the boy by a special education of His 
own. The dead king had a half-sister who was 
married to Jehoiada, the Aaronic high priest of the 
day, and a man of heroic mould, keeping his soul un- 
defiled amid the corruptions of the hour, and tarrying 
in patience the Lord’s leisure until a new morning 
should break for his country. _ Jehosheba, his wife, 
was kindly and godly. From the massacre of the 
royal house she had contrived to save its youngest 
member, Joash, an infant a few months old. With 
womanly ingenuity, she hid him immediately in the 
storeroom of mattresses in the palace, and then got 
him conveyed to a safer shelter in one of the chambers 
of the temple itself. It was a place Athaliah never 
visited; and here, through the years of her usurpa- 
tion, the child was brought up, in undisturbed security, 
and in all gracious iearning, with the sanctuary itself 
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for his home and school, and with the priest of God 
for father and tutor and exemplar. (3) 
It is a picture of the childhood which is most to 


‘be envied. We ought to seek it for the young lives we 


love—a growing-time which sHall be screened from 
the evils and, dangers that are outside, which shall be 
familiar with the Lord’s house, and which shall have 
the wisest and holiest human teachers. There need be 
nothing forced, or unreal, or sanctimonious about it. 
The natural and the supernatural, the homely and the 

eavenly, should meet and mingle in the training. 

hen our boys and girls will keep those “bright shoots 
of everlastingness” many of them lose too quickly, 
and will be fitted, as Joash was, for all high work to 
which God may summon them soon. (4) 


_ There is a last act to be dreaded: it is the conclud- 
ing message of the verses. 

Frenchman, Racine, has made a drama of the 
story of Athaliah; but, indeed, nothing can be more 


‘dramatic than the Scripture recital. he six pros- 


perous years close in grim tragedy. The queen, who 


-thought -herself sufficient -to cope with all chances 
-and changes, finds in a moment that there is no one 


so poor as to do her reverence. How, on the great fes- 
tival sabbath, when Jerusalem was crowded, Jehoiada 
filled the Temple with soldiers, and showed them the 
young prince, and gave him a band of Levites for his 

yguard, and-set the gleaming coronet on his head, 


‘and laced the Book of the Law in his hand; how the 


people shouted, “Long live the king,” and the trum- 
pets blared, and the singers raised their hymn of 
praise ; how Athaliah heard, and hurried to the place, 


-and recognized in an instant that all was over, and 


went through the ranks of Levites and soldiers, out 
by .the Horse Gate, to meet her death—it is a vivid, 
unforgettable, arresting, solemn narrative. 

So sin’s fruits are apples of Sodom, and sin’s palms 
and fountains are the mirage of the-desert, and sin’s 
heyday is short-lived, and sin’s punishment is sure. 
Thtse are .God’s most elementary lessons, but men 
and women are slow to credit them. In Athaliah’s 
hollow splendors and overwhelming fall they. are writ 
large, for our admonition on whom the ends ofthe 
age are come. As a dream when one awaketh—and 
what is so unsubstantial, or illusive, or irrecoverable as 
a‘dream? — ‘so, O Lord, when thou awakest, thou shalt 
despise their image. Therefore let us choose to throw 
in our lot with the shepherd in the valley, who sang, 
Mee that is humble ever shall have God to ‘be his 

uide.”

God 
in planning his world never did a 
wiser thing than to make it impossible 
for wickedness to command loyalty and 
friendship. When you are tempted upon 
a course that is not perfectly — 
and aboveboard, make up your mind that 
no matter what may be the gains, the 
“losses are so tremendous as tc be over- 
whelming. Is there a “crooked” citizen 
in your town? Show a single friend for 
him, even in his own family. No matter 
how high: placed or how powerfully in- 
trenched in finance or business, his “cap- 
tains” only await some Jehoiada to say 
the word and give them a chance to 
draw a decent sword. This is the rea- 
son why a business is doomed for an ex- 
tended life unless Righteousness -sits 
on-the throne up at the main office. Does 
any one know of a kingdom of business 
where the “captains” are loyal when the 
“king” is unprincipled? The old Bible 
stories and the new business stories are 
all the same. God never changes. Hu- 


' man nature never changes. The answer 


never changes. The wage never changes. 
The “Kingdom of Israel” may be 1lo- 
cated upon the rocks of Palestine or 
upon the rocks of Manhattan or upon the 
sands of Chicago, but if the “captains” do 
not have the white-handed ‘ruler, some 
Jehoiada and ‘the “captains” will - work,

The “testimony,” the 
Ten Commandments, and all became ob- 
solete, On the sabbath the liorses 
raced, the merchants traded, the actors 
played, the drink flowed. But where are 
the crowns to-day? From Saul the son 
of Kish down until now, kinging has 
never been one of the surest pastimes in 
the world under the best of conditions. 
When the crown is without the testi- 
mony the catastrophe sooner or later is 
almost certain. The same thing holds 


-true in the kingdoms of business, medi- 


cine, law, education, literature. Did you 
ever notice the “best sellers” in books? 
How about the “Re-creation of Brian 
Kent,” with an_ edition of 1,000,000? 
Harold Bell Wright tells the story of a 
“down and outer” brought back to God 
by dear Aunt Sue. Why are we not hav- 
ing more great books, instead of a flood 
of “pot-boilers”? Why do we not have 
more great pictures instead of the slap- 
dab wmothings that fill the exhibition 
walls? Simply because the crown is not 
above the testimony. When artists, both 
of pen and brush, get religion we shall 
have more books that can say something 
and more pictures that can ‘interpret life 


and nature. The boy and the book is ‘an 
achieving combination. (Psalm 119,-of 
course.)
